GUARANTEE 


| Proper care must be give by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and 
health of guaranteed animals. 

2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to serve 
when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd when under 
20 months of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder notice shall 
be given to the seller within six months of daie of purchase, or by the time 
the bull is 20 months of age, if purchased under 14 months of age. 

3. With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are 
guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served 
by a heavy or old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe in calf, not 
proving to be in calf must be reported to the seller within three months after 
date of sale. Females over 14 months of age sold open, not settling within 
six months after date of sale, shall be promptly reported to the seller. 

4. When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee the seller 
has the option of substituting an animal of equal value to the satisfac- 
tion of the purchaser, or of having the animal returned for a trial for a 
period not to exceed six months. The expense of freight in sucn case 
is to be paid by the seller. If the animal is then proved to be a breeder 
beyond doubt it shall be returned to the purchaser at his expense. In case of 
dispute the return of the full purchase price, without interest, to the buyer will 
be considered full settlement and satisfaction of all claims. No charge for 
feed or maintenance shall be made by either buyer or seller. Salvage shall 
go to the seller. It shall be understood that the same guarantee given for the 
first animal shall likewise apply to any animal later substituted. 

5. All animals are sold to comply with the laws regulating Tuberculosis and 
Bangs disease of the state or county into which they may be shipped. 

6. Certificates of registry and transfer will be furnished with each animal sold. 
A signed pedigree application for unborn calves should be furnished with 
bred females, showing names and record numbers of sire and dam, as well 
as service date. 

7. Shipment will be made as soon as possible after the close of the sale, but 
at purchaser's risk of loss or injury atter animal is bid off. Where cattle are 
sold at private treaty the above terms should apply as well as for sale at 
auction. 

All animals sold in this sale will be backed by the above Standard Guaran- 
tee. 


Special Guarantee—{n addition to the above guarantee all cattle sold in this 
sale carry this additional guarantee which affects item three above. ‘All heifers 
sold as separate lots, regardless of whether or not they have reached 14 months 
of age are guaranteed to be breeders.”

Guarantee ... All cattle in this sale will be sold under the standard guarantee 
of the American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association printed elsewhere in the catalog. 
Certificates of registry and transfer will be furnished with each lot. Applications 
for registry will be furnished with each unborn calf. 


Transportation . . . Good truckers are available at Dothan, but we will be 
happy to care for your cattle until you make arrangements with truckers near 
your home, if you so desire. All cattle are the risk and property of the new owners 
as soon as bid off, but we will do everything to help you get them home. 

Health ... The L and L herd is federally accredited for Bangs and T.B. All 
the cattle in this sale will be tested for T.B. and Bangs within 30 days of the sale. 
All L and L animals will be vaccinated for Lepto Spirosis and checked by a vet- 
erinarian for Trichomoniasis and Vibriosis. 


Breeding Dates ... A list of breeding dates on all the females will be dis- 
tributed on sale day. 
Headquarters ... Sale headquarters will be the Houston Hotel, Dothan. An 


excellent motel, The Hillcrest, is located on 231, near the farm and just outside the 
city limits. We will be happy to arrange accommodations at either place. Please 
notify us in advance. 


Liability .. . The above guarantee and terms shall constitute a contract be- 
tween the buyer and seller of each lot. L & L Farms or other sale contributors 
will not be responsible for accidents: Accidents at cattle sales are rare, but since 
the general public is invited, every person must assume the risk of accident to 
himself. The clerk, auctioneers and sale manager were hired by the consignors 
for specific tasks, promotional and clerical, and have no connection with the 
handling of the cattle or the condition of the premises.

Naemoor Saracen—At the 1953 Perth sale we commissioned Reford Gard- 
house to select two good bulls. We knew in our Polled herd that we could use 
only one more Shorthorn bull, and had in mind all along selling one of the two 
as a sale headliner. We are well pleased with both of the bulls, and you will 
generally find good judges split about 50-50 on which they like best. We have 
not seen calves from either one. This is the bull we are keeping. He is bred 
similarly to bulls that head three of the nation’s greatest herds. Dungarthill 
Baronet, that heads the great Wheatland herd in Washington is also by Calrossie 
Baronet out of a Cruggleton Prince Bob dam. His first calves where brought out 
at Portland where they nearly swept the show. Scotsdale Drummer, heading the 
John Turner herd in Virginia is by Calrossie Baronet out of a Cruggleton Prince 
Bob dam. His first two calves brough $3100 and $1475 at the Hi-Ho-Willomor 
sale. The dam of the $7500 Louada Consort that heads the W. C. Anderson herd 
in Iowa is a full sister in blood to Naemoor Saracen, There is every reason to 
believe, from his individuality and breeding Naemoor Saracen that he will be a 
great sire. A number of the sale females are bred to him.

Cromleybank Ringsider—One of two bulls that we had Reford Gardhouse pur- 
chase in Scotland. We bought two with the idea of selling one as a sale at- 
traction. We have not had an opportunity to see calves by either one but in 
the field day held last summer people were pretty much equally divided as to 
which they liked best. This is a tremendously thick bull with size, substance and 
an excellent head. He is an easy fleshing bull and should pass this on to his 
calves. His sire, Cruggleton Prince Bob, was described by Clem Larson as a 
“close approach to perfection.” Cruggleton Prince Bob was also the sire of Cam- 
son Prince Bob recently purchased by Creekland Farms for $4,100 in the Femco 
Dispersion. The Eliza family from Cromleybank is one of the breed's greatest. 
We predict a great future for this bull and are happy to have many top females 
in the herd well along in calf to him.
